The early letters to J. R. Ford, a fellow employee of his 
youth, were written when the “ Garrick of the 19th Century ” 
was on the threshold of his glorious career (1856-58). Each 
letter is signed with Irving’s true name, “Brodribb.” The 
first (18th Sept. 1856) informs his friend that he is “ taking 
the name of Irving instead of Barringtone.” The second, an 
extremely long letter (8 pp. 8vo), gives his first impressions 
of the stage and of an actor’s life and acknowledges “ the 
specimen of Routledge’s Shakespeare. Some of the illustrations 
are the most life-like I have seen & valuable for costume. I 
think I shall ‘take in.’ My literary expenditure is 4d. per 
week, the Era newspaper, & the Natl. Magazine, a superior

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periodical, you have seen I suppose, the capital portrait of 
Dickens in it.” The last letter begins with a quotation from 
The ‘Tempest, “ Patience, of whose soft grace I have her 
sovereign aid, and rest myself content,” and closes with the 
phrase, “I like acting more and more.” 

The correspondence with Brereton mentions Hamlet, Romeo 
and Juliet “has surpassed even my expectations.” A very 
long letter of 8 pp. is dated “On my way to Washington, 2nd 
March, 1884.” In it Irving speaks of “ Success beyond all 
precedent.” “Ellen Terry has been better than she ever was 
in dear Old England.” Refers to the large and beautiful 
theatre at Boston, seven performances realized 24,089 dollars. 
“Hamlet has never been so enthusiastically received in 
England,” ete. In other letters he writes : 


Come & see “Romeo & Juliet” again when you have a spare night. 
You will be glad to know that its success has surpassed even my expecta- 


tions . . . accept my hearty thanks for your most graphic report of 
“Lear.” You will be glad to know the play goes triumphantly and is 
perhaps the most marked success ever at the Lyceum... Keep your 


eye on this young man—success with the repertoire phenomenal—could 
travel World. JI may do with “Merchant of Venice” alone—but 
besides that I have larger repertoire than any living actor—& plays 
which ever crowd houses. No necessity for new plays—in that lucky 
position—& only following in footsteps of Garrick, Kean, Macready & 
Booth, etc. [New York, 9th November (1901)]. 

Here are a few others to add to the list of plays in which Miss Terry 
appeared: Faust, Othello, Lear, Henry VIII... Miss Terry undoubtedly 
added lustre to the Lyceum. H. J.’s reputation had become World-wide
